Generally speaking, I feel I have the best of two worlds. Because I 
mastered the craft of quilting first before I started to express myself 
through quilting, I can show my works at quilt shows and as works of art. 

I pre^fer using original geometric designs and color variations in fiber 
with hand quilting to accent to design's. Although hand piecing and hand 
quilting are very time consuming, I find them necessary to produce a piece 
that is quality as well as art. 
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
